Spring Clean-Up is a program for removal 


of fire hazards which have accumulated dur- 


' ing the winter. It. is a version of traditional 


spring cleaning with emphasis on lire safety. 
N.F.P.A. recommendations include getting 


" rid of debris such as old newspapers, old 
magazines, discarded boxes and worn-put 
furniture; cleaning heating plants and chim- 
neys; re-covering flammable roofing with 
fife-resistant material; cleaning and repair- 
ing electrical equipment such as fuse boxes 
and motors-, replacing frayed electrical cords, 
using only non-flammable cleaning fluids, and 
constant, care with matches and smoking 
materials.

Toll of Birds, Bees
